Dulles Says Blockade

*‘quickie’’ midnight marriages in 
Georgia's border counties was 
killed by a vote of eight to five 
in a general judiciary committee 
of the House of Representatives 
Wednesday. 

The action came on a motion 
by Rep. Jack Murr of Sumter 
after Ordinary T. N. Holcombe 
of Lowndes County told the com- 
mittee the ordinaries of the state 
were opposed to the bill.

Sponsored by Rep. Hugh Mc- 
Whorter of DeKalb, the bill would 
have prohibited the issuance of 
marriage licenses except between 
the hours of 7 a. m. and 6 p. m. 
It also would have required an 
ordinary and not his clerk to 
issue marriage licenses. The bill 
also would have made it a mis- 
demeanor for an ordinary to 
violate the state’s marriage laws. 

McWhorter said he might bring 
a minority report to the floor of 
the House, urging passage of a 
substitute bill that would simply 
make it a misdemeanor for an 
ordinary to violate existing mar- 
riage laws. Such violations now 
carry a penalty of only a $500 
fine. 3

Good Beginning 


The Georgia House of Representa- 
tives has approved the measure pro- 
viding a uniform traffic code for the 
state. This is the basic bill that should 
have preceded all other highway safety 
measures. The proof of its public back- 
ing was the overwhelming vote in its 
favor, 114 to 9. 

The people want their highways 
made safe. The ever-growing carnage 
must stop if it is possible for human 
beings to devise a. way to stop it. We 
think they can. Proper and properly 
enforced regulations will help. 

We know that some of the measures 
proposed have been set aside for this 
session of the Assembly because of the 
need for economy. We know, too, that 
the people of Georgia are beginning to 
see no economy in the roads’ death 
toll and destruction of property. 

The uniform traffic code bill now 
goes to the Senate. It should receive 
this distinguished body’s quick and 
tinanimous approval. We hope it will 
get the thorough attention that accom- 
panied its passage in the House and a 
speedy vote. 

There are other bills to be acted on. 
If there is not time to do so before ad- 
journment, they should receive top pri- 
ority at the conclusion of the session 
late this year. They include the driver 
training bill, the safety responsibility 
act revision, the motor title law, the 
measure that would provide for a more 
adequate State Patrol, and others. 

There is one measure that is cer- 
tain to be acted upon at, this session. 
We refer to the legislation that would 
keep cattle off the highways. Open 
range means open season for death and 
destruction. 

The local option amendment to this 
bill should be eliminated before pas- 
sage. To have one county with no 
fences and a neighbor with fences is 
like a smallpox quarantine in Cobb and 
no quarantine in Fulton. Clinch Coun- 
ty’s cows are just as deadly on the 
roads as are Toombs’. 

As Rep. John Bell, of Richmond, 
puts it: “Death on the highway is not 
local option unless motorists killed are 
purely local people.” 

Surely the lives of people from any 
county or any state are more impor- 
tant than purely local considerations. 

The Assembly has made a good start 
towards making the highways safer. 
We congratulate its members and those 
who have worked so tirelessly to push 
the program this far. 

The people of Georgia are grateful. 
They will be more grateful when the 
entire safety program now under con- 
sideration is enacted into law. 


Spending Tax Money 


Is Public Business 


When the Evans County commis- 
sioners bought two road graders re- 
cently, they refused to make public the 
bids offered and the purchase price. 
They said the bidders requested that 
the information be withheld. 

The circumstances elicited from The 
Claxton Enterprise the following edi- 
torial comment: 

“This newspaper refuses to accept 
the premise that any operation in- 
volving public property or public 
money by any public official should 
be kept a secret from anyone. On 
the contrary, we believe that all ac- 
tions should be told to the press as 
soon as they are taken with the ex- 
press purpose of conveying the infor- 
mation to the public. No promise to 
any salesman or any other individual 
who plans to do business with this 
county can take precedence over this 
fact of American public life. 

“Anyone who wishes to do business 
with the county or any other publicly 
elected official in the operation of 
that office understands that what 
transpires is not personal and for 
their own benefit, no matter how 
pure the motive. The official action 
must become a part of the public 
record.” 

Once more there has been stated 
succinctly the case for freedom of ac- 
cess to public information. 


British Forge Ahead 
With Jet Design — 


Almost buried in the week’s news is 
an item of deep significance to the 
world of aviation. Tuesday night the 
first transatlantic jet passenger aircraft 
landed at Goose Bay, Labrador, from 
London. The 48-passenger jet turbo- 
craft plane, a Vickers’. Viscount, is the 
forerunner of many that British air 
lines plan to press into service in their 
bid for the transcontinental air pas- 
senger business. 

- This serves to remind us of the truly 
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remarkable progress the an have 
made in jet aircraft design in recent 
years. 

They are reported to be planning 
beyond the jet liner that crossed the 
ocean Tuesday. A passenger version of 
the Hadley-Page 80, a-better-than-600- 
mile-per-hour crescent-winged bomber, 
is on the drawing boards. It will be a 
two-deck job, carry 150 passengers, fly 
nonstop from London to New York in 
644 hours—one plane could make about 
three trips a day. It is estimated to 
cost the operators an incredibly small 
amount per passenger. . 

This is good news for the free world. 
British inventive genius has accounted 
for many triumphs in the past and to- 
day her scientists are working on more 
than 1,000 top research projects. 

It might be well to mention here, 
while on the subject, that in spite of 
our vast technical progress, the first 
United States jet transport is still sev- 
eral years away.

America Can Avoid 
These Fatal Mistakes 


Kenneth E. Boulding, professor of 
economics at the University of Michi- 
gan, points out in a recent book that 
two “almost universal forces” have con- 
spired, in the past, to make any “age 
of plenty” short-lived. 

“One is the Malthusian principle,” 
he says, “that, in the absence of deliber- 
ate checks on the growth of population, 
an improvement in the food supply will 
simply enable the population to grow 
to the point where numbers are once 
more checked by malnutrition. 

“The other is the pride of the pow- 
erful, which leads to the expenditure of 
resources on luxury, buildings and war 
beyond what the agricultural base can 
support, with consequent capital con- 
sumption and decline.” 

We need not go that route, Dr. 
Boulding believes. In noting that “in 
stability of output and employment” 
has been the most grievous aspect of 
our economic system, he points out: 
“This instability is unnecessary and can 
be avoided if government is prepared 
to accept its proper responsibility as a 
governor or stabilizer.” This may sound 
like New Deal philosophy, but we pass 
it on anyway. 

In short, our economic situation has 
no peer in history but it must be’guided 
unless we run the risk of the fate 
brought on by the “pride of the power- 
ful.” Knowing the pitfalls, there is no 
reason why we should allow ourselves 
the indulgences that have led to down- 
fall of the great nations of the past.

Mary U. Rothrock, Knox County librar- 
jan and former president of the American 
Library Association, finds it necessary to 
defend her book ‘Discovering Tennéssee,”’ 
which she wrote in 1936 and which is used 
in some Tennessee schools. Representa- 
tives of an American Legion Post in Nash- 
ville appeared before the legislative com- 


_mittee which is probing textbooks in search 


of subversive material and said that Miss 
Rothrock’s book teaches pacifism. 

Sims Crownover, lawyer and adjutant 
of the Legion Post, said: ‘‘This is a pacifist 
book, and this is no time to inculcate such 
ideas into our boys and girls.”’ 

In Knoxville, Miss Rothrock ‘‘laughed 
repeatedly”’ and said: ‘‘It’s a little amus- 
ing that they don’t want our children to 
have respect for peace.”’ She recalled that 
in one or more places in the book she said 
that ‘“‘war .is .destructive.’’ Miss Rothrock 
added: ‘I don’t think anybody has ever 
proved it to be to the contrary. It has 
been said that ‘war is hell,’ but I didn’t say 
that.’ 

The book, by the way, was approved by 
the State Textbook Commission which, we 
believe, is better qualified to judge text- 
books than the American Legion.

That’s exactly what Senator Taft said the 

other day after a meeting at the White 

House between the President and céngres- 
sional leaders. 

But the average citizen will want to 

know: Is there going to be a tax reduction 

within the foreseeable future—the next 12 


months? The answer is “Yes.”’ 


The facts of legislative life are impor- 
tant to bear in mind. The President said 
he wouldn’t agree to the repeal of the ex- 
cess-profits tax this year unless some sub- 
stitute revenue measure were enacted to 
meke up for lost tax collections. But, un- 
fortunately, it isn’t within the province of 
the executive to agree or disagree on this 
item. For, as most observers have over- 
looked, the excess-profits-tax law expires 
on June 30 of this year and this happens 
automatically—there is nothing for the 
President to approve or disapprove. If sub- 
stitute legislation is to be adopted, it has 
to go through the committees of both the 
House and Senate and then has to be 
passed by a majority of both houses before 
the President has any say in the matter. 


The truth of the matter is that the Presi- 
dent is as eager for tax reduction as any- 
body in either house. 

But the important thing to bear in mind 
today is the political aspect of the contro- 
versy over tax reduction. Chairman Reed, 
Republican, of the House ways and means 
committee did the right thing politically, 
and so did the ways and means committee, 
in getting under way with a tax-reduction 
bill this early because the two reductions 
in taxes automatically stipulated by exist- 
ing law—the repeal of the excess-profits 
tax on June 30 and the reduction of per- 
sonal income taxes by 11 per cent on Jan. 
1 next—are pieces of legislation passed by 


a Congress controlled by the Democratic : 


Party and signed by a Democratic Presi- 
dent. Certainly the Republicans can’t be 
in the position politically of wiping out the 
reductions voted by the Democrats and 
then also passing laws actually retaining 
these taxes or increasing the levies. 

That’s why the whole debate adds up to 
an intense, pressure to reduce expenses 
drastically and get the budget balanced in 
order that taxes can be further reduced, 
even if slightly, by the Republican regime. 
So tax cuts are coming.

Campaign Talks 


Are Remembered 


WASHINGTON—Paraphrasing a familiar 
expression, it may be said of the Repub- 
licans that seldom have so many learned 
so much in so short a time. After five 
weeks in office, they have seemingly come 
to recognize certain facts of life, or ‘‘po- 
litical realities’’ as the political philosopher 
calls them. Among them, for example, that 

it was impossible for a 

Republican administra- 

tion to make a com- 

pletely new and fresh 

start. The reason is 

that it was set down in 

the midst of continuing 

problems that go on, 

both foreign and do- 

mestic. One of the lat- 

ter, falling farm prices, 

has suddenly and unex- 

pectedly thrust itself 

forward ‘aileby as none would have fore- 

cast a few weeks ago. As for the foreign 

field, the old problems remain—Korea, In- 

dochina, unification of Europe, the Middle 

East, among others, with the last two ac- 
quiring new angles and new tensions. 

Republicans also have dearned—and it is 
something that every new administration 
has to learn—that the public has a longer 
memory of what is sometimes facetiously 
called ‘‘campaign oratory’? than political 
orators ever appear to realize when they 
are delivering same. That can be uncom- 
fortable for the victors afterward. 

Consequently, President Eisenhower, at 
his first press conference, devoted himself 
chiefly to explaining and clarifying certain 
developments of his only five-week-old ad- 
ministration. His mind plainly was on 
campaign promises as well as some actions 
and irresponsible speeches by members of 
his party in Congress who themselves were 
trying to rush events because of campaign 
promises, particularly on Far Eastern pol- 
icy. This the President did voluntarily, on 
his own, before he permitted a single ques- 
tion from the crowd on hand for his first 
news conference. 

What has.disturbed the new managers 
of government most, it is evident from lis- 
tening to several high-placed officials think- 
ing out loud in the past few days, is the 
‘“‘savings’’ in government so lavishly prom- 
ised during the campaign. 

They are exploring every possibility in 
this field day and night, as they are also 
in fashioning a new and more positive for- 
eign policy, and may be counted on to come 
up with the best that can be done in light 
of the necessities in our defense and foreign 
aid programs. But it is not an easy task. 
Some are beginning to think that Presi- 
dent Truman left a sort of ‘“‘secret weapon”’ 
time bomb in the final budget he submitted 
to Congress, which he said proudly had 
been trimmed to. the bone. - While Repub- 
licans in Congress derided the . 79-billion 
figure as ridiculously high, it is cleay now 
that the hardworking Republican “savings” 
explorers are going to be put to it to shave 
it down very much.

Ike’s Informal Luncheons Will. Go 


Far in Promoting Bipartisanship 


Washington—President Eisenhower has 
introduced something new at the White 
House that promises to pay handsome 
dividends in better relations with Congress 
as his administration progresses. He has 
initiated the practice of inviting different 
groups of representatives and _ senators, 
both Democrats and Re- ala 
publicans, to lunch 
with him at regular 
intervals. 

In that way the Presi- 
dent hopes to maintain | 
closer personal relation- + 
ship with Congress. It 4 
is a Smart move. So far 
as the record shows no 
other White House oc- 
cupant has ever done a 
thing of the kind that cn 
extensively—not in modern times, at least. 
~ As it is understood, the program calls 
for having a different set of. congressmen 
and senators at White House luncheons 
every few days. Usually they are con- 
fined to groups of 20, which means they 
are not too large for friendly, informal dis- 
cussions. By limiting them, the President 
is given opportunity to get around and talk 
to all his. guests. An equal number of Re- 
publicans and Democrats are invited each 
time, which tends to keep the conversa- 
tion on a nonpolitical vein. 

In time, he will make the complete 
rounds of the Congressional] roster, with 
every member of the two Houses—some 531 
in all, not counting delegates from the vari- 
ous territories—having been his guest. 
Then, presumably, he will start all over 


-again. To keep down any feeling of fa- 


voritism among those invited first, seniority 
rules are followed, and individual members 
are invited in accordance with their length 
of service, which means newer members 
will not get invitations until later. 

But in the end, all will be afforded op- 
portunity to break bread with the Chief Ex- 
ecutive around his own table in the White 
House dining room. The importance of the 
Eisenhower innovation may be seen from 
the fact that not many members of Con- 
gress can boast of ever having dined at the 
White House. And as for the Republicans, 
there are many who have not even been 
inside the mansion for the past 20 years. 

Every. President does a certain amount 
of entertaining, of course, aside from the 
more formal functions of the White House 
ritual, but as a rule only top-ranking lead- 
ers in the House and Senate are invited to 
the small informal affairs. The list is usual- 
ly confined to the majority and minority 
leadership, together with chairmen and 
ranking members of thé more important 
committees. 

The new President’s series of White 
House luncheons are just getting underway, 
but already the benefits are being noted. 
Democrats who have attended some of the 
early gatherings have left with a softer 
feeling toward the President. Many have 
expressed confidence in his determination 
to work with Congress harmoniously. 

As a final gesture to his congressional 
guests, General Ike usually takes them on a 
personally conducted tour of the newly 
renovated White House—something formér 
President Truman used to do. It all makes 
for better understanding and improved 
relations. <M

One man came to see me who I thought 
used the word correctly.

If I believé in a mechanic, 
I will go to him when my car needs at- 
tention. If I believe in a physician, I will

Upon our lives is the stain of sin. There 
is only one who can forgive sin and to re- 
fuse to pray, to close our Bibles, to turn 
our backs on the altar of His church is 
profanity of the worst sort. As a little boy, 
one day I saw a Coca-Cola truck which 
seemed unattended. I slipped one of the 
bottles and when I got around: the bend of 
the road, opened it. The driver stepped up 
just then and demanded payment but I had 
no nickel. He sternly said, ‘‘Get the money 
for me in 30 minutes or I will put you in 
jail.”’ 

I ran home to my father and told him 
what I had done. He neither condemned nor 
humiliated me. My own wrong had done 
that. Instead, he gave me a nickel and 
quietly said, ‘‘Go pay the man.’”’ That is a 
picture of God. We do wrong and our con- 
science condemns us to a hell we cannot 
escape. Then we remember, “‘If we con- 
fess our sins, he is faithful and just to for- 
give us our sins, and to cleanse us from all 
unrighteousness’ (I John 19).

In celebration, the com- 
pany has published a history, “A Century 
on Wheels’? (Henry Holt Co.). The neat 
volume, well written by Stephen Long- 
street, has been lying here at home waiting 
for thé occasion which this bout with flu 
has afforded. For one who grew up with 
the wagon trade, the story will be highly 
reminiscent. 


John Studebaker—in Germany the name 
had been Studebeckér—and his sons built 
the wagon which carried the family wést- 
ward from Gettysburg—it had started as 
Getty’s Town—in Pennsylvania. The wagon 
was a Conestoga, ‘‘a bear for travel] and 
devil for taking the hard knocks. And it 
had a whale’s belly for what it could swal- 
low in household goods, women, babies and 
barnyard truck.’’ 

At mid-19th century America was on the 
move—in covered wagons. And the Stude- 
baker boys were to make the wagons. They 
combined their ability as artisans with a 
keen sense of moneymaking to build a 
business that survived the nation’s panics 
and wars and emerged as a major maker 
of modern motor cars. 

The company’s most popular buggy, the 
“Izzer,’’ got its name in a way that seems 
worth retelling. Peter Studebaker, sales 
manager in the brothers combination, over- 
heard a horse trader extolling his animals 
to a farmer. One horse had won a hauling 
contest, he said, and another a blue ribbon 
at the cofmty fair, and so on. But all in 
the past. The farmer snorted: ‘‘They’re 
all has-beens. I don’t want a ‘wuzzer.’ 
What I want is a ‘izzer!’”’

As Coach—for 1953 


Ailing Vol Mentor Stays as Athletic Director; 


Assistant Robinson Seen as Grid Replacement 


By OSCAR THOMPSON 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 18—i?—Ailing Gen. Bob Neyland took a long step 
Wednesday toward ending his football coaching career at the University of Tennessee. 


The 61-year-old retired Army 
brigadier general, on advice of 
his physician, asked the Ten- 
nessee Athletic Association to re- 
lieve him of coaching duties for 
the 1953 season. He will remain 
as athletic director. 

Dean N. W. Dougherty, chair- 
man. of the association, said the 
group Id meet next Monday 
to act on-Neymand’s request and 
to consider a successor. The as- 
sociation will present its recom- 
mendation to President C. E. 
Brehm and the university board 
of trustees. 

Harvey Robinson, backfield 
ceach and Neyland’s top assist- 
ant, is expected to get the nod. 
A native of Weaverville, N. C., 
Robinson was a quarterback at 
Tennessee in the early 30's. 

Neyland has been in ill health 


for several months and Wednes- sa 
day’s announcement came as no 


surprise, although he has denied —@ 


frequent reports that he would 
retire. 

Neyland, who in his 20-year 
career at Tennessee has com- 
piled the winningest record in 
major college football, has spent 
the past two and one-half 
months in Sarasota, Fla. 

He became ill last fall dur- 
ing the football season and his 
ailment has never been diag: 
nosed definitely, associates 
Bay. 

Neyland declined to discuss his 
temporary retirement, referring 
newsmen to Dougherty. ‘Dean 
Dougherty’s announcem ent 
speaks for itself. I am letting 
the university do the talking,’’ 
he said. 

A master of the single wing 
system, Neyland stressed block- 
ing and tackling and precision 
football. ‘‘We never use. a play 
until it has been rehearsed at 
least 500 times,’’ he once said. 

His teams won 171 games, 
lost 26 and tied 12 during his 
20-year career. 

“But I’ve probably got the 
worst bowl record of any coach 
in the country,’’ he says. In the 
r-stseason classics, he won two 
and lost ‘five. 

Neyland came to Tennessee as 
an assistant coach in 1925 and 
was named head coach in 1926. 
He immediately projected Ten- 
nessee into big-time football. 

He left in 1935 for a year of

phrey agreed to endorse the 
measure officially.

To Begin Here 


HOLLY WOOD—The brilliant English actor,’ Laurence Olivier, 
is being mentioned as a prospect for the role of Peter Marshall 
in “A Man Called Peter.”’ 

Sam Engel brought his name up yesterday afternoon when I 
went by his office at 20th Century-Fox to talk about production 
plans for the picture which will begin shooting in Atlanta and 
Decatur Jate in May or early in June. 

Mr. Engel had a tape recorder by his desk and as I settled 
down he turned it on and the rich, deep voice with its pleasant 
Scot's burr podred into the room. It was Peter Marshall’s famous 
“Were You There?’ sermon, the one ending: ‘‘Were you there 
when they crucified my Lord? I was.” 


“You see,” said Mr. Engel, turning off the machine, ‘‘the 
voice ts magnificent—and it’s going to take an English actor to 
play this role. I’d like Richard Burton but nobody knows how 
long he’ll be tied up on ‘The Robe.’ And then he has an engage- 
ment with the Abbey Theater in Ireland. We’d thought of Richard 
Todd (of ‘The Hasty Heart’ and ‘Robin Hood’). And then, of 
course, Laurence Olivier.’’ 


Whether or not Olivier, who has been playing Shakespeare 
with his wife, Vivien Leigh, would be interested is something Fox 
is now trying to find out. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Engel, an Orthodox Jew who studied to be 
a rabbi, continues his study of the life, the love and the work of 
the great Scot's Presbyterian. He listens to the sermons often, 
he has read and reread Catherine Marshall’s book, ‘‘A Man 
Called Peter,’”’ until he has almost worn out one volume, under- 
scoring, in red, parts that explain the man’s character and per- 
sonality.

The first scene in the picture will be 
on the tennis court at Agnes Scott College, but thereafter in 
Westminster Church and later in Washington, where Marshall 
served as chaplain: of the U. S. Senate. He works in seven of the 
minister’s most famous sermons: ‘‘Praying Is Dangerous Busi- 
ness,’ “‘The Trumpet of the Mor,” “Trial by Fire,”’ ‘Compromise 
in Egypt,;’’ ‘“‘Were You There?’’ ‘‘The Lost Art of Wonder” and 
*‘Who Can Take It?’’ 

Incidentally, to show that he has a Georgia connection before 
he comes to Atlanta to make the picture, Mr. Engel told me that 
his son is named Mark Etheridge Engel for his godfather, the 
former Macon editor.
